The amendment filed June 6, 2005 is non-compliant with the rules in accordence with 
37 CFR 1.121. Namely, claims 9 and 12 were amended in the paper filed October 15, 
2004. These same changes should not be again presented in the proposed 
amendment of June 6, 2005. Rather, these claims should be designated as "previously 
amended". Furthermore, as stated in the last Office action, claim 13 is not original to 
the case and should not be designated as such. 

Affidavit: 

Although the affidavit filed June 7, 2005 clarifies the meaning and use of color coded 
material in the photography art, it does not, in and of itself, provide sufficient cause to 
withdraw the art rejections present in the application.

Please note that the limitation added in proposed claim 1 appears in an intended use 
statement and therefore has not been given patentable weight in the claim.
